butrerfat than 'with the milk poor in 
bntterfat. 


Larger fat" globules were found in 


the richer milk, and this fact, in con- 
nection with the digestive disturb- 
ances, would seem to indicate

Fat Content Normal 


Milk-fat, or cream as it usually 


called in the home. Is the principal 
cause of stomach trouble in infants, 
when it is present in cows' milk in 
excess of that normally found In hu- 
man milk. 
Quoting from Dr. Rotch 


of Harvard university, a well-known 
authority on pediatrics, we find this 
statement: 
"It. is especially import- 


ant that the percentage of fat in an 
infant's food should be within the 
limits of the normal variations."which 
arc found 
in the milk 
of healthy 


nursing women with healthy infants.' 1 
Results of studies, by numerous well 
recognizer] authorities, show that av- 
erage human milk has a fat content 
ranging from three" to four per cent. 
The average fat content of Holstein 
milk is found to be three and four- 
tenths per cent. Thus we see that it 
more nearly meets the fat require- 
ments ns found necessary for infants, 
than does the milk from cows whose 
fat. content is five per cent or higher, 
as is the case with those which be-' 
long to the Jersey breed, whose milk 
averages about 
five and thirty-five 


hundredths per cent, and those of the 
Guernsey breed, whieh produces 
a 


milk averaging 
cjose to five 
per 


cent. Nor can this excessive fat con- 
dition be .successfully modified 
by 
the addition, of water. 


In view of the fact^thnt so many 


disorders associated with infant 
.or 


ndulr. invalid feeding arise from t*e 
indigestibility of milk rich in fat, this 
variation in the product of the differ- 
ent breeds is exceedingly important

and the volume for the last month 
runs only about 2,000 less than the 
record year of 191S.
